Here arc some of the details of the plan to raise an industrial fund 
for Santa Ana: 
This fund shall be created for the purpose of encouraging manufac­ 
turers to locate in Santa Ana. 
It is proposed that the amount of the fund shall be not less than 
$50,000 and that all subscriptions shall be contingent upon that amount 
being subscribed. 
As soon as subscriptions to the amount of $50.000 have been received 
a meeting of the subscribers will be called and five 
trustees 
shall 
be 
elected from their number who shall administer the fund upon the fol­ 
lowing conditions: 
, 
The trustees may levy assessments only, when a contract has been 
negotiated with a responsible manufacturer, to locate in Santa Ana whose 
pay roll shall not be less than a certain specified amount during a cer­ 
tain number of years. 
The funds raised by such assessments shall generaHy be used in 
purchasing sites and erecting buildings for the use of manufacturers, the 
title to which, however, shall remain in said trustees until the terms of 
the contract have been fulfilled by the contracting manufacturer. 
The cost of the site and buildings in any given case shall not exceed 
five per cent of the amount of the pay roll named in the contract for a 
period of not more than five years. 
In the event of the death or removal of any of the trustees, the re­ 
maining members may fill such vacancies from the subscribers. 
No contract may be entered into by the trustees until the Merchants 
& Manufacturers Association or the Chamber of Commerce have thor­
